EDMONTON 200 MILES LESS BY C.N.B. 

The following article appears in a 
recent issue of the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune : 

“An official of the Canadian North- 
ern, who accompanied Vice-Presidcut 
D. D. Mann and General Superinten- 
dent James on their receat trip of in- 
spection to the bead of the line, is 
enthusiastic as to the prospects of the 
Edmonton extension. ‘The line,’ he 
said, is finished now, to a point some 
fifty miles west of Grand View. From 
there it is six hundred miles straight 
run to Edmonton and much grading 
has been done. They are laying steel 
from the raii head at a rate of, from 
two to three miles a day. The grad- 
jents are slight and the curves good. 
The.line will be open just one year 
from today. 

“Now, just look at our map, and 
think for a moment what this means. 
The first thing that strikes you is the 
almost absolute straightness of the 
track from Grand View to Edmonton. 
Of course, tne reason ct this is be- 
cause we have not had to dodge 
light lands, or alkali, or swamps, 
marsbes and a difficult country. It’s 
just all flat, rolling prairie, the fin- 
est wheat land in ail the west. 

“*Yes, there’s iots of good water. 
You see we cross the Saskatchewan 
twiee, amd there isthe Assiniboina 
too, besides any number of | cheerful 
etreams. As i said before, there is 
no alkali_sat ail; indeed, I don't 
think there is an unproductive acre 
in the whole country we tap. Now, 
take another iook ot the map.  Fol- 
jow an air line to Edmonton, and the 
tortuous C. P. R. line to the same 
place. Why we make it shorter from 
Winnipeg to Edmonton than from 
here to Calgary ! Our Edmonton 
route will, therefore, be quite two 
hundred miles shorter. Well, I have 
..used up all my time, and, I daresay, 
enough of yours. Yes, we go to Ed- 
monton first. From there we can 
look over the edge to the Pacific and 
pick out’a good trail to the ocean. 
You see, the’ pohcy of the Canadian 
Northern is to take one step at a 
time. That is the reason that there 
js so little mud about our skirts, and 
jt accounts for our tew mistakes. The 
general Canadian public have hardiy 
an idea of how great a system this is 
and will be’” 


A TERRIBLE TORNADO 

Winnore, Minn., Oct. 4.—Seven peo- 
ple dead 
over fifty buildings in ruins and a 
property loss of at least $200,000 is 
the result of a tornado which swept 
St. Charles yesterday afternoon about 
2.30 o'clock. The worst storm in the 
history of Winona county spent its 
force on the little town and almost 
wiped it out. Utter confusion reigns 
in the town. The streets were filled 


with wreckage of buildings, trees 
and farm implemerts which were 
air. The horror 


blown through the 
of the affair compietely paralyzed ac- 
tion for a time on the part of the 
citizens who stood around awestricken 
at the awful devastation caused by 
the elements ft.was some time be- 
fore orews began to clear away the 
debris, which it is feared may cover 
many a sickening sight. 

St. Charles is a village of 1,500 in- 
habitahis on the western boundary of 
Winona connty, and is one of the old- 
est scttiéments in the state. 

The tornado was formed by 
union of two storm clouds over the 
southern limits of the city, and with 
a roar «wept through the centre 
part of the tewn. In less than three 
minutes every wuilding in the center 
of ‘the city was either totally demoi- 
ished or badly damaced. 

Baraboo, Wis., reports a cloudburst 
more severe than was ever Known in 
that region. It lasted three hours, 
and four inches of water fell.. Many

Wheat.—In regard to Manitoba 
wheat, while prices have come down 
from the high point of a fortnight 
ago the present situation is in a mea- 
sure, one by itself. To begin with 
@ good deal of wheat was traded ty 
eet 5 — Sep*ember fer forward 
delivery in September and October, 
Practically all the early sales were on 
the basis of 1 hard and 1 northern. 
All but a small portion of the wheat 
sold in this way was taken by a large 
milling company and a large shipper 
intimately connected with the On- 
tario trade, and commencing in early 
Aucust sales were made on basis of 1 
bard at 77c im store, Fort William 
for September delivery, gradually oa. 
yancing up to the comparatively high 
price of 89c paid on Sepiembder 15. Tho 
regular exporters have not, up to the 
present time been able to come into 
the market, prices paid have been so 
much over export basis. Meanwhile 
between the middle of August and 
the third week in September recurr- 
ing ansettled weather caused delay in 
barvesting and threshing, and deter- 
joration in quality, which was entirely 
unforeseen, ana which was not esti- 
mated properly until shown by the 
inspection of recent shipments. In 
Southern Manitoba the crop had been 
earls and light and a gcod portion of 
it in that district was threshed be- 
fore the heavier storms came which 
damaged so much the crop over other 
parts of the country. The earlicr in- 
epections, therefore, showed a mod- 
erate percentage of No. 1 hard, and 
a very large percentage ot 1 north- 
ern, making it look like a 1 northern 
crop. Then the big storm of the 
12th September occurred , and when 
threshing and shipping was resumed 
the inspections began to show a very 
a@ifferent aspect,, The 1 hard has 
practically disappeared and 1 north- 
ern is now running about 25 per cent. 
of the whole, with 2 northern about 
40 per cent., ana the balance No. 3 
northern, no grade, rejected, etc. 
While the crop as regards yield in 
bushels is quite satisfactory, and 
would with average seasonable wea- 
ther, have becn Jargely. 1 bard and 1 
porthern, the quality has been much 
deteriorated by the extremely unfav- 
erable weather and an appreciable 
loss in quantity nas also taken place. 

The general effect of the situation 
in the Manitoba trade bas been very 
unsatisfactory, tor it turns out that 
buyers at country points have paid 
high prices for wheat that does not 
grade, and much of this wheat has 
been sold ahead on saies it cannot be 
@elivered on, and thus while the prices 
of the lower grades have been getting 
down to about export value, the high 
grades are at a premium above mil- 
fing value. During the past week 
trade has been guiet and mostly dull, 
but as receipts increase the market 
must have the help of the exporters 
to relieve it and liven it into activity.
